CHICAGO, June 13.— In one of 
the largest and most daring rob­ 
beries in railroad history four auto- 
bile loads of bandits last night held 
up a Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul 
mail and express train and escaped 
with registered mail valued at close 
to $2,OOQl,OOO. 
The train, enroute from Chicago 
to St. Paul, stopped at Rondout, IU., 
32 miles north of Chicago. Consist­ 
ing of eight mail coaches and two 
express cars tjie train left Chicago 
at 9 p. rn. central standard time. 
Fifty minutes later it was in the 
possession of the bandits. In 55 min­ 
utes more they had gathered be­ 
tween 42Aand 45 pouches of regis­ 
tered mail and sped away in the 
darkness. A few shots1 were fired 
but the only casualty was a robber 
shot by one of his fellows who mis­ 
took him for a train man. 
The loss early today was estima­ 
ted at about $2,000,000 but federal 
reserve bank officials said a careful 
check might show it to exceed that 
figure. 
The train carried more than 70 
mail clerks and guards, all armed 
but only six in three cars were com­ 
pelled to face the guns of the rob­ 
bers. Those cars carried registered 
and first class mail. 
The robbers forced their way into 
the cars by breaking the windows 
and throwing in bombs filled with 
chlorine gas. 
Nearly Overcome by Fumes 
The clerks and guards were near­ 
ly overcome by the deadly fumes 
a lid forced to open the doors and 
allow the robbers to enter. 
At least two of the robbers hid 
themselves aboarJ the mail special 
before it left Chicago. The train had 
just gone through Roundout and 
was traveling about 60 miles an 
hour w’hen the men carrying flash­ 
lights and pistols came from their

“ Now je rk 'it,” tha bandit yelled 
in the engineer’s ear. Before the 
train came to full stop a third 
bandit cut the air hose. 
Of the eight ears on the train 
only one contained registered mail. 
The bandits directed that the train 
be slowly backed sj that the car 
was stopped across the road. The 
clerks in the car saw two automo­ 
biles on the east side of tho train 
and two on the west side and sen­ 
sed something was wrong.

LONDON.— An example 
of 
the 
benefits of rule by a larger power 
over an indignent people is found 
in the case of the British domin­ 
ation of Nigeria, says Sir Hugh 
Clifford, the Nigerian governor, who 
is in England on leave. 
The natives of Nigeria for the 
most part are peaceful and content­ 
ed and living on a scale of life they 
have never known before, Sir Hugh 
says. The British rule has destroyed 
the slave trade and stopped tribal 
warfare, with the result that the 
people are expending their energies 
in other and more beaet:c5f.l direc­ 
tions. They have become good farm­ 
ers or industrial workmen and are 
capable of operating farms without 
governmental supervision. 
The most noticeable 
effect 
of 
British rule however, has been in 
the commerce of tee colony. 
The 
exports now average nearly %$50,- 
000,000 annually, which is ten times 
the estimated value for 1913. 
The British government has built 
thousands of houses in the colony, 
intrpduced sanitation, taught the na­ 
tives handicraft and made them into 
an

LOS ANGELES, June 13.—Apa­ 
thetic citizens, especially among the 
women, came In for emphatic dis­ 
approval in an address here today 
before the biennial convention of 
the General Federation of Women’s 
glubs by Mrs. W. R. Alvord, cf De­ 
troit, chairman of its division of 
citizenship training. 
"Woman suffrage may he a fail­ 
ure,” said Mrs. Alvord, “but one of 
its byproducts will turn that fail­ 
ure into glorious victory, and .tile 
by-product is the decided impetus 
it has given to the teaching of citi­ 
zenship in the public schools. Not 
until such courses became of equal 
value to boys aud girls did edu­ 
cators seem to be keenly alive to 
the necessity for such instruction.” 
“Hopeful as we are of the future, 
we must not neglect the present, 
and the immediate task facing us 
is how shall we inspire women, and 


men, to exercise. their right of suf­ 
frage. When all that is encourag­ 
ing is noted, the fact remains that 
unless there is some exciting local 
contest, the number of stay-at-homes 
at any election is appalling. 
“The increased number of women 
on election boards is encouraging, 
and while we regret that so few 
women are willing to accept the re­ 
sponsibilities of office-holding, we 
are able to report the number is 
increasing. Many municipal offices 
are held by women. We commend 
jury service to women who wish an 
enlightening course in citizenship 
training, and urge their acceptance 
of ttye duty as opportunity offers. 
“Indifference and apathy cannot 
be overcome immediately. Political 
bosses will continue to flourisn for 
many years to come, but the present 
outlook is fairly encouraging. The 
indifference that is due to ignor­ 
ance will gradually disappear, for 
citizenship facts are being broad­ 
cast ^very day from manw sources. 
But there is need of haste. Our 
primary laws are threatened and we 
women must have knowledge to 
combat the arguments 
of 
cl n*er 
politicians who would have us re­ 
turn to the old party convention 
system. 
‘‘The enforcing of laws is an issue 
of the hour and alert women groun­ 
ded in the fundamentals of citizen­ 
ship m ist create 
respect 
for 
law 
through their influence in the home 
and in the schools and through 
their attitude in the community to­ 


wards law-breaking. 
“It is the desire of every woman 
that America shall establish the 
peace of the world, but can we 
make a real contribution towards 
world peace unless we have learned 
to assume the responsibilities of 
citizenship in our own communities? 
That is our first step towards a 
right understanding of world af­ 
fairs.”

D R I DI1IIDG DOCTORS 
SCORED BT COLLEAGUES 


CHICAGO, June 
13.—Measures 
against unscrupulous physicians who 
make illegal prescriptions of alcoh­ 
ol, were urged by Dr. Joseph A. 
Capps of Chicago, chairman of the 
section on practice of medicine of 
the American Medical Association, in 
an address before its convention 
here today. 
“One of the most flagrant in­ 
stances of irrational therapeutics is 
the abuse of the physician'! li­ 
cense to prescribe alcohol," 
the 
speaker asserted. “It is well known 
that most of the liquor dispensed 
on physicians' prescriptions is not 
intended for the treatment of the 
sick. Whatever as individuals we 
may think of the Volstead law, we 
are morally bound to restrict pre­ 
scriptions to 
medicinal 
purposes. 
Selling one's prescription blanks to 
the druggist is worse than fee split­ 
ting, and should be cause for ex­ 
clusion from membership in this as­ 
sociation.” 
Other unscientific tendencies in 
the practice of medicine cited by 
Dr. Capps were the promiscuous use 
of vaccines for diseases in which 
they give no help, the growing use 
of gland extracts for treating var­ 
ious body functions, and the inject­ 
ing of medicine into 
the 
blood, 
which is a dangerous practice even 
in emergencies. All of these prac­ 
tices owe their being • to the fact 
that in each field there has been 
limited work done by true scient­ 
ists." 
“A horde of therapeutic promot­ 
ers and speculators have followed 
the productive wells

scientists," Dr. 
Capps 
declared.

(by tat Associated F r t i ) 
STOCKHOLM.—Stimulated by the 
rapid motorizing of Swedish high­ 
way traffic, native engineers have 
patented three inventions for the 
comfort and safety of motorists. 
These are an automatic beacon 
light for giving warnings at rail­ 
road crossings, an automatic slot 
machine for refilling gas tanks and 
a device which prevents the acci­ 
dental running out of batteries. 
The crossing beacon consists of a 
flashing light in a cylindrical lan­ 
tern with red and white sectors in 
opposite kuadrants. When the rail­ 
road is clear the white lights sc 
indicate to the highway traffic, but 
when a train approaches the lantern 
rotates automatically showing a red 
light to the train. This beacon will 
work under unfavorable conditions 
of snow and ice. 
The automatic gasoline vendor 
can be utilized by the customer at 
any time of night and day by con­ 
necting the tube with the gas tank 
of the car, dropping a krona in the 
slot, and operates a lever. 
Tho 
quantity of gasoline received natur­ 
ally varies according to the market 
price, which can be quoted at the 
minimum, owing to the saving of 
wages for attendants.

Produce Bulletin. 
CHICAGO, A pril 8.— The volume 
of eggs reaching the market is in­ 
creasing each week and is now ap­ 
proximately the same as a year ago 
The market today Is reflecting an 
easier tone, due to the fact that 
most of the shipments for Easter 
trade have gone forward, and the 
demand from now on will be prin­ 
cipally for current use and storage. 
Dealers, remembering the losses on 
staring eggs last year, are loath to 
take them on at the prices now rul­ 
ing. 
More attention is being given to 
the problem of improving the gen­ 
eral quality and character of eggs 
marketed. 
The following suggest­ 
ions were taken from the U. S. De­ 
partment 
of 
Agriculture 
bulletin; 
“ To Egg 
Producers: 
Do 
you 
know that your eggs will be worth 
more money if you— 
1. 
Produce infertile eggs by re­ 
moving the roosters from the flock, 
except when eggs are required for 
hatching. 
2. 
Provide clean nests and keep 
eggs clean. 
3. 
Do not wash eggs. 
4. 
Gather eggs 
promptly 
and 
keep in a cool, dry place. 
5. 
Market them at least twice 
each week. 
6. 
Insist that they be bought on 
a quality, graded basis.“ 
The last suggestion is very im­ 
portant. 
as 
producers 
who 
take 
good care of their eggs and pro­ 
duce tine quality should undoubt­ 
edly rec3ive a better price than the 
average run. 
There has been a full supply of 
live poultry on the eastern market, 
with no noticeable changes on fowl. 
A great deal of the poultry that is 
now being purchased in the coun- 
try is for the approaching Jewish 
I olidavs, known as Passover, April 
19 and 20. and Last Passover, April 
25 and 26. 
The confidence displayed in the 
butter market toward the end 
o f 
last week was of short duration. On 
April 5, the New York market de­ 
clined 2 cents a pound on Extras, 
with lower quotations 
ruling 
in 
Chicago. The stocks of butter, while 
not excessive, are larger

year ago. Importations are heavier, 
and no doubt, the overshadowing in­ 
fluence right now' is the large cargo 
of over a m illion pounds of New 
Zealand butter wrhich has been un- j 
loading in New York for the past 
week.

OKLAHOMA 
CITY, 
April 
8.— , 
The condition of winter wheat in 
Oklahoma the latter part of March j 
promises one of the best years i n ! 
production the state has ever seen. j 
W hile growth of the crop has been 
somew*hat retarded due largely to 
insufficient sunshine, there is re-! 
ported in all sections an ample sup­ 
ply of moisture to insure its m atur-1 
ity. The crop is well 
rooted 
and 
m aintains excellent health and vital­ 
ity. Pasturing of wheat has been 
limited because of its backwardness 
and this combined with a shortage 
of feedstuffs has placed cattle in 
poor to fair condition. 
The condition of wheat the lat­ 
ter part of March was estim ated by 
the Board of Agriculture as being j 
85 percent of normal, as compared 
with 82 percent on the 
first 
o f' 
March this year. This year’s April I 
I condition is 5* points above the I 
condition of April I last year. Con­ 
ditions this year have been m u ch , 
more favorable than those of la s t! 
year. Freezes during the month o f ’ 
March this year have been less se- 
▼ere, moisture is ample at present, 
while last year high winds and lack 
of rain caused much permanent in-1 
jury. Last year green bugs were r e - j 
ported in ten counties at this time,

received.

No figures are 
yet available as to the exact dam­ 
age, and although the direct injury 
done may be but small the extreme 
wet weather will cause considerable 
to be planted to other crops that 
was intended Tor oats. 
T he, prospects for a good fruit 
crop are better than Oklahoma has 
had for several years. 
The 
cold 
weather in February 
and 
early 
March did much good in holding in 
check fruit bud development, so that 
the equinoxial storms did little or 
no damage. The warm days thai fol­ 
lowed brought fruit buds out rap­ 
idly and when the cold snaps, ac­ 
companied with 
frost, 
came 
on 
March 31 and April I, it looked 
doubtful for our fruit, but observa­ 
tions showed little or no damage 
done locally. 
Reports from Blackwell Indicate 
the damage to fruit to be negligible. 
Reports from Guthrie indicate plum 
damage less than IO per cent, apri­ 
cots killed, but peaches safe. Re­ 
ports from Woodward indicate great 
damage to apricots, 30 per cent loss 
on peaches, and IO per cent loss on 
plums varying on the different va­ 
rieties. There was some damage in 
the vicinity of Okmulgee, but no 
de finite report has been received. 
Reports 
from 
M uskogee 
indicates 
less than 5 per cent damage. Report 
from Ardmore are to the effect that 
apricots are killed, but negligible 
injury to other fruits. Oklahoma or­ 
chards bud so profusely, that a cer­ 
tain per cent of injury may be done 
and there will still remain prospects 
for a bumper fruit crop.
